Party defections 
‘blindside’ Wildrose

The Wildrose’s vice-president 
of fundraising said he expects 
to lose several MLAs to the 
governing Tories, including 
party leader Danielle Smith. 

Jeff Callaway, a former 
candidate and past Wildrose 
Party president, said several 
MLAs — Smith representing 
Highwood, Rob Anderson 
representing Airdrie and 
Jason Hale from Strathmore- 
Broolcs — all intend to leave 
the party. 

Sources familiar with the 
situation told Metro that Jeff 
Wilson from Calgary-Shaw 
and Gaiy Bilcman from Card- 
ston-Taber-Warner also at¬ 
tended a Tuesday afternoon 
meeting where the jump was 


discussed. Blake Pedersen 
from Medicine Hat is also ru¬ 
moured to be another of the 
floor-crossers. 

Late Tuesday, Pat Stier 
from Livingstone-Macleod, 
who was rumoured to be leav¬ 
ing the party, said on his web¬ 
site: “I shall NOT be joining 
several of my colleagues who 
have decided to suddenly join 
the Progressive Conservative 
Caucus.” 

Callaway said the party 
turmoil has come as a com¬ 
plete shock to Wildrose 
members. 

“I think when you have 
the leader of the party cross 
the floor it’s a bit of a blind- 
side,” he said. 

Callaway said despite dis¬ 
cussion about this being a 
possible merger, the Wildrose 
won’t be going anywhere. 

“The (executive commit¬ 
tee) is united, I would venture 
to say unanimous, in not ex¬ 
ploring or having any discus¬ 
sions on a merger,” he said. 

Callaway said he fully ex¬ 
pects several MLAs to stay 
and several more are still 
making up their mind. 


Cypress-Medicine Hat MLA 
Drew Barnes skipped Tues¬ 
day’s meeting, because he 
said he has no interest in join¬ 
ing the governing party. 

“I have refrained from be¬ 
ing involved in that caucus 
meeting and the reasons are 
I’m not going to join the PC 
party,” he said. 

In addition to Barnes, Rick 
Stranlcman from Drumheller- 
Stettler said he would be stay¬ 
ing put and Callaway said he 
was confident Calgary Fish 
Creek MLA Heather Forsyth 
was committed to the party. 

Barnes said 440,000 
people voted Wildrose in the 
last election and he doubts 
very much any of them would 
want to see their MLAs take 
this step. 

“I think it’s important that 
we continue to do our job in 
opposition,” he said. 

Barnes said he was first 
contacted Saturday evening 
about the possible merger 
and he backed away immedi¬ 
ately. 

“This is when I was called 
and declined to enter into 
any discussions,” he said.

planned 

Morinville parents say 
they’re remaining cautious¬ 
ly optimistic after Educa¬ 
tion Minister Gordon Dirks 
approved planning dollars 
for a new public school in 
the community. 

After four years of advo¬ 
cacy, parent Marjorie Kirsop 
said there’s no guarantee 
the much-needed school 
will be built. “The schools 
that receive planning 
dollars do not automatic¬ 
ally get guaranteed a new 
school,” she said. “From 
my understanding, once 
they plan it and then they 
submit their proposal, the 
government will look over 
all of these various reports 
and determine who will get 
construction dollars.” 

Kirsop said the commun¬ 
ity is in the same position 
as other school divisions 
who were promised new 
schools in October when 
Premier Jim Prentice and 
Dirks announced funding 
for 55 facilities. 

“For us, this is good 
news. It’s a step in the right 
direction. We feel we’re 
one step closer to receiv¬ 
ing the announcement we 
wanted,” she said. 

According to a release 
from Sturgeon School 
Division, the student 
population in the area far 
exceeds the capacity of the 
Morinville public school, 
a former Catholic school 
which was converted into a 
public facility. 

If granted the funds, the 
new school would serve stu¬ 
dents in grades 5 to 9, with 
the possibility to expand to 
grades 10 to 12. 

Currently, students 
either attend the com¬ 
munity’s Catholic schools 
or bus out of town.

The Metro Line LRT project is 
delayed once again, accord¬ 
ing to city officials, who say 
it could be February before 
the city receives the go-ahead 
from the private signalling 
company. 

Thales Group — the sig¬ 
nalling contractor on the 
Metro Line — was supposed 


to hand over the project to 
the city on Dec. 31, but city 
officials say that won’t be 
happening. 

“We’re still waiting for 
Thales to get us their sched¬ 
uling to tell us their remain¬ 
ing testing to do. As you 
can see over the last couple 
of months, we have done 
eveiything we can to sup¬ 
port the test program Thales 
is undertaking,” said Wayne 
Mandrylc, LRT design and 
construction manager. 

“We still anticipate an 
opening in 2015, but at this 
time we can’t expect an exact 
date until we get more infor¬ 
mation from Thales.” 

City officials added that 
February was the scheduled 


opening date but that will 
be pushed back until the city 
gets a firm date on when they 
can take over. 

Thales Group officials did 
not return Metro’s calls Tues- 
day. 

NAIT student representa¬ 
tives say another delay of the 
line that would service their 
students is just unacceptable. 

“Our position remains 
exactly the same. I think 
our students are at the same 
point as last time. When it 
opens, that’s when we’ll be¬ 
lieve it’s opening,” said Jason 
Roth, advocacy director with 
the NAIT Student Association. 

“We’re disappointed but 
eventually it will open and 
it’ll be great.” 


At a glance 


• This delay is one of 
several with the project, 
which Thales Group of¬ 
ficials told Metro back in 
October was due primar¬ 
ily to merging the old and 
the new LRT systems. 


• Once the city is handed 
the project from Thales 
Group, it’s four to six 
weeks until the LRT would 
open. 


• City officials aren’t sure of 
the revenue impact of the 
delay but are considering 
penalties for the delays.

New app start of 
digital transit tools 

The city officially released 
its ETS Live to Go smart¬ 
phone app Tuesday, but 
this isn’t its first attempt 
in making transit services 
digital. 

A plan to digitize transit 
was in the works a few 
years ago, according to 
Loma Stewart, director of 
innovation and customer 
experience. It had a digital 
bus pass option which al¬ 
lowed people to show their 
phone to a bus operator 
with a revolving photo to 
represent their bus pass. 

But the plans ended up 
folding. 

Tuesday’s released app is 
much more basic, however, 
as the city continues to 
flesh out plans for a move 
to a commercial, off-the- 
shelf product when it 
comes to further app build¬ 
ing for transportation ser¬ 
vices. Stewart said there’s 
already been talks of relying 
on Google Maps Transit 
instead of the city building 
its own trip planner for an 
app or for further improve¬ 
ments to its website.

Auntie Lee’s. Limited 
options for childcare 
in Alberta serious 
issue, a parent says 




South Edmonton parents 
are fighting to save a local 
dayhome faced with closing, 
claiming safe and reliable 
childcare options in the city 
are slim. 

Kelly Fowler considers 
Auntie Lee’s dayhome a part 
of her growing family, even 
opting to plan her pregnancy 
around the care facility’s 
three-year waiting list. 

“They’re an integral part 
of our family,” said Fowler. 


Children's safety 


With one son already en¬ 
rolled in the program, Fowler 
said she’s willing to fight for 
the care centre to stay open 
even though its license is set 
to expire in Januaiy. 

According to daycare 
owner Lee Stachnialc, the fa¬ 
cility’s innovative childcare 
license was granted in 2012 
by former Minister of Human 
Services Dave Hancock. 

Since then, Stachnialc said 
she’s worked to meet the re¬ 
quirements needed to care for 
the 14 children enrolled in 
her program. 

Despite her efforts, Stach- 
nialc said she was notified in 
November that she needed 
to invest upwards of $40,000 
into her childcare space, 
which is attached to her 
home, to ensure proper safety 
and fire compliance. 

With just a few weeks 


before her license expires, 
Stachnialc said it’s nearly im¬ 
possible without an exten¬ 
sion. 

“We can meet the intents 
of the code and that’s what 
we really want to do,” said 
Stachnialc, adding meeting 
the actual code would mean 
steel doors and a special fire¬ 
rated wall. 

Zoe Cooper, Human Ser¬ 
vices spokeswoman, said the 
government is aware of the 
issue and confirmed the li¬ 
cense does expire in January. 

“If (the provider) is not 
compliant with the munici¬ 
pal fire and safety codes, then 
we’ll work closely with fam¬ 
ilies to find alternate child¬ 
care arrangements in a li¬ 
censed or approved program,” 
she said. 

For Fowler, the dilemma 
faced by Stachnialc is indica¬ 
tive to the growing problem 
of childcare space in the prov¬ 
ince. 

“We as parents, we’ve all 
educated ourselves and this 
is the choice we’ve made. We 
think it’s the safest, most lov¬ 
ing place for our children and 
this is where we want them to 
be,” she said. 


Rogers Place, climate change 
and political shalceups were 
all motivators for the organ¬ 
izers of one of Edmonton’s 
newest festivals.

“It’s (Edmonton) urban, 
it’s big, eveiyone is inside for 
180 days so the name came 
around the celebration of live 
in Edmonton.” 

Workshops like outdoor 
survival skills, the Commun¬ 
ity Connections Fair show¬ 
casing businesses promot¬ 
ing healthy development of 


the community and movie 
screenings all help to make 
up the festival that’s a com¬ 
bination of what makes 
Edmonton great, which in¬ 
cludes the winter season, ac¬ 
cording to organizers. 

“The reason we chose to 
have it in February is ... let’s 
start connecting in the win¬ 
ter when times are tough, it’s 
cold ... and let’s encourage 
people to get out in the win¬ 
ter,” said Hiscoclc.

Opposition voices will be 
hard to come by in the Al¬ 
berta legislature if rumoured 
floor crossings become a real¬ 
ity, according to an expert on 
provincial politics. 

Bob Murray, an adjunct 
professor of political science 
at the University of Alberta, 
said it’s not surprising to see 
Wildrose members shifting 
now. 

“Especially under Jim Pren¬ 
tice, the parties are no longer 
all that different,” he said. 

Murray said the Wildrose 
has been an effective oppos¬ 
ition, in part, because it has 
had the numbers and resour¬ 
ces. 

“That’s the biggest damage 
that happens here. Where you 
no longer have a functioning 
opposition,” he said. 

After riding high in the 
polls and with donors for 
most of 2014, the party has 
taken a slide since losing four 
October byelections.

the other way it’s unlikely Al¬ 
bertans would see these floor 
crossings.

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‘Closure.’ Give mom Silver 
Cross for her son: Petition 


The mother of a Canadian sol¬ 
dier who was sent a one-penny 
government cheque after her 
son killed himself following 
a tour of duty in Afghanistan 
deserves a Memorial Cross, sup¬ 
porters say in a new petition. 

They say it is unfair for mil- 
itaiy authorities to refuse to 
award Denise Stark the medal 

— often called the Silver Cross 

— for what they see as the ser¬ 
vice-related loss of Cpl. Justin 
Stark, 22, who was a reserve sol¬ 
dier who served a seven month 
deployment to Afghanistan. 

In October 2011,10 months 
after his return to Canada, he 
killed himself at the John Weir 
Foote Armouries in Hamilton. 

“It would be a sense of a 
closure, which we don’t have, 
knowing that Justin’s service 
would be recognized — a rec¬ 
ognition that I feel is long over¬ 
due,” Stark told The Canadian 
Press Tuesday. 

“It’s time for the govern¬ 
ment to step up and just do the 
right thing.” 

The petition calls on Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper, De¬ 
fence Minister Rob Nicholson, 
and Veterans Affairs Minister 
Julian Fantino to intervene in 



what they call the “gross injus¬ 
tices” perpetrated on the family. 

A board of inquiry con¬ 
cluded in March that his tour 
in Afghanistan did not cause 
post-traumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD), which contributed to 
his suicide. 

“ft seems to us that any in¬ 
vestigating body could not have 
determined one way or another 
that his death was or wasn’t 
attributable to his militaiy ser¬ 
vice,” the petition states. 

Stark and her husband 
Wayne stressed there would be 
no financial gain in getting the 
recognition they want. 

“As a militaiy mom I know 
first-hand the struggles of what 
PTSD has on a person and my 
heart hurts for how little help 
is really out there,” she said on 
the petition, the Canadian press 


Medical pot. Feds lose bid 
to limit growing at home 


The Conservative government 
has lost its latest attempt to pre¬ 
vent medical marijuana users 
from growing pot at home, 
with the Federal Court of Ap¬ 
peal upholding an injunction 
that exempted patients from a 
massive overhaul of the system. 

New rules were introduced 
this year prohibiting home¬ 
growing and instead shifted 
production to commercial 
operations, but a group of pa¬ 
tients is challenging that re¬ 
gime in a case expected to be 
heard in 2015. 


A Federal Court judge issued 
an injunction in the spring al¬ 
lowing authorized patients to 
continue to grow and possess 
marijuana until their case is 
resolved. The government ap¬ 
pealed, but the Appeal Court 
unanimously upheld the in¬ 
junction on Monday. 

As of last year, nearly 
38,000 Canadians had received 
authorization under the old sys¬ 
tem; most chose to grow their 
own marijuana rather than buy 
it from the federal government.

Jury ends first day 
without a verdict 

The juiy at Luka Rocco 
Magnotta's murder trial 
ended its first day of delib¬ 
erations without a verdict. 

Magnotta is charged 
with first-degree murder 
and four other charges 
in the slaying of Chinese 
engineering student Jun Lin 
in May 2012. 

The jurors officially 
began their work Tuesday 
to return five unanimous 
verdicts in the case, and will 
resume their deliberations 
Wednesday. 

Magnotta has pleaded 
not guilty by way of mental 
disorder and is seeking to 
be found not criminally re 
sponsible, the Canadian press 


Lac-Megantic. 

Restaurant located 
near the site of the 
Quebec train disaster 
is open for business 
once again 


The restaurant-bar at ground 
zero of the deadly train de¬ 
railment and explosion that 
killed 47 people in Quebec in 
July 2013 is back in business. 

The Musi-Cafe quietly 
opened its doors to the public 
in Lac-Megantic on Monday, 
about 400 metres from the 
original site. 

Owner Yannick Gagne 
said only three of his original 
employees have returned to 
work with him at his new 
establishment. 

“One of them is my chef, a 


friend,” he told The Canadian 
Press in a phone interview. 

“I have a girl who worked 
for me for three or four years 
— she’s coming back — and 
one of my good friends, Karine 
Blanchette, will handle all the 
artists who will come here.” 

At the time of the disaster, 
Blanchette told reporters two 
children were left orphans 
after one of her friends died in 
the tragedy. 

Many of the 47 victims 
were inside the Musi-Cafe 
when a runaway oil-tanker 
train rolled off the tracks and 
exploded in the heart of the 
town. 

Gagne lost three workers 
in the blast and about a doz¬ 
en have decided not to come 
back to work with him. 

He now has a staff of about 
20, which is five more employ¬ 
ees than before. 

Gagne also said that on 


Monday, not a lot of people 
showed up during the mor¬ 
ning and that there was also a 
small crowd at lunch. 

He added he believes the 
locals probably assumed the 
new place would be crowded. 

Gagne, who had financing 
problems in the past, said the 
new restaurant-bar will cost 
$1.5 million when all the bills 
are finally paid. 

But he is getting financial 
help. 

“We have had confirma¬ 
tion that the federal govern¬ 
ment will be there to help us,” 
he said. 

“The provincial govern¬ 
ment has provided a loan, a 
financial bridge (and) we’ll be 
able to finish the project and 
pay eveiybody.” 

Gagne is planning an of¬ 
ficial “red carpet and cham¬ 
pagne” opening in February.

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Taliban attack on Pakistani school 
kills 141 people, mostly children 



Peshawar. Deadly 
attack at military-run 
school being claimed 
by a group called 
Tehreek-e-Taliban 


Taliban gunmen stormed a 
militaiy-run school in the 
northwestern Pakistani city 
of Peshawar on Tuesday, kill¬ 
ing at least 141 people, mostly 
children, before Pakistani offi¬ 
cials declared a militaiy oper¬ 
ation to clear the school over. 

The overwhelming major¬ 
ity of the victims were stu¬ 
dents at the school, which in¬ 
structs grades 1 to 10. Pakistani 
Prime Minister Nawaz Sharif 
condemned the assault and 
rushed to Peshawar to show 
his support for the victims. 

As darkness fell on the 
area, officials said they had 
cleared the school of mil¬ 
itants. 

A Pakistani militaiy spokes¬ 


man, Asim Bajwa, said 141 
people died in the attack — 
132 children and nine staff 
members. He declared the 
operation over and said the 


area had been cleared. An addi¬ 
tional 121 students and three 
staff members were wounded. 

He said seven attackers, 
all wearing explosives vests, 


all died in the assault. It was 
not immediately clear if the 
militants were all killed by 
the soldiers or whether they 
blew themselves up, he said. 


Bajwa described an assault that 
seemed designed purely to ter¬ 
rorize the children rather than 
take anyone hostage to further 
the militant group’s aims. 

“Their sole purpose, it 
seems, was to kill those inno¬ 
cent kids,” he said. 

The attack, claimed by the 
Tehreek-e-Taliban, a Pakistani 
militant group tiying to over¬ 
throw the government, sent 
dozens of wounded flooding 
into local hospitals as terri¬ 
fied parents searched for their 
children. 

In a phone call to reporters, 
Taliban spokesman Moham¬ 
med Khurasani claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the attack, 
saying the suicide bombers 
carried it out to avenge the 
killings of Taliban members 
at the hands of Pakistani au¬ 
thorities. 

Peshawar has been the 
target of frequent militant at¬ 
tacks in the past but has seen 
a relative lull recently.

System foiled to 'adequately* monitor gunman: Aussie PM 


Australia’s prime minister ac¬ 
knowledged Wednesday that 
the nation’s security system 
failed to keep track of a gun¬ 
man responsible for a deadly 
siege at a Sydney cafe, and 
promised a transparent inves¬ 
tigation into why the man was 
not on any terror watch fist de¬ 
spite having a criminal histoiy. 

Man Haron Monis, a 50-year- 
old Iranian-born, self-styled 
cleric described by Prime Min¬ 
ister Tony Abbott as deeply dis¬ 
turbed, took 17 people hostage 
inside a downtown Sydney cafe 
on Monday. Sixteen hours later, 


the siege ended when police 
rushed in to free the captives. 
Two hostages were killed along 
with Monis. 

“The system did not ad¬ 
equately deal with this indi¬ 
vidual,” Abbott conceded on 
Wednesday. “Two veiy decent 
people are dead, others are in¬ 
jured, others are traumatized 
because of a madman who was 
roaming our streets.” 

Monis was convicted and 
sentenced last year to 300 hours 
of community service for send¬ 
ing what a judge called “grossly 
offensive” letters to families of 


soldiers lulled in Afghanistan 
between 2007 and 2009. He 
later was charged with being 
an accessoiy to the murder of 
his ex-wife. Earlier this year, he 
was charged with the 2002 sex¬ 
ual assault of a woman. He had 
been out on bail. 

Just three days before Monis 
began his deadly rampage, Aus¬ 
tralia’s highest court refused to 
hear his appeal against his con¬ 
victions for sending the letters. 
The next day, a shotgun-wield¬ 
ing Monis walked into the cafe. 

Abbott said the government 
would publish a report on how 


the siege unfolded, why Monis 
was not on the nation’s terror¬ 
ism watch list, and how he ob¬ 
tained a shotgun in a countiy 
with strict gun ownership laws. 

“We want to know why he 
wasn’t being monitored given 
his histoiy of violence, his his¬ 
toiy of mental instability and 
his histoiy of infatuation with 
extremism,” Abbott said. 

New South Wales state po¬ 
lice Commissioner Andrew 
Scipione said police had asked 
that Monis not be granted bail, 
but the court ruled otherwise.

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More privacy for app 
users: Commissioner 


Data market. 

Developers gather 
personal data more 
valuable than sales

On Tuesday, Canada’s privacy 
commissioner added his voice 
to a growing chorus asking 
mobile app stores to highlight 
how developers use data col¬ 
lected from customers. 

Federal privacy commis¬ 
sioner Daniel Therrien was 
among 23 signatories to an 
open letter sent to seven app 
marketplaces, including Goo¬ 
gle Play and the Apple App 
Store. The letter urged mer¬ 
chants to make it mandatory 
for developers that sell apps in 
their stores to include links to 
their privacy policies. 

“Links to privacy policies 
on the app marketplace ap¬ 
pear to be optional, but we 



think developers that collect 
personal information should 
be required to provide a link,” 
Therrien said in a release. 
“Without this information, it’s 
difficult for individuals to pro¬ 
vide meaningful consent.” 

A recent study by Ther- 
rien’s office found 85 per 
cent of mobile apps failed to 
explain adequately how they 
collect, use and share data col¬ 
lected from users. 

“Developers are asking 
for information they have no 
real business accessing,” said 


Christopher Parsons, a post¬ 
doctoral fellow at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto’s Citizen Lab. 
“If a flashlight app is asking 
to read your SMS messages, 
that’s a step too far.” 

According to Parsons, 
many app developers partici¬ 
pate in a “grey market” of per¬ 
sonal information. 

“The value is not in selling 
apps,” he said. “The value is in 
collecting information about 
individuals and then turning 
around and selling it to third 
parties.” 

Requiring developers to 
include privacy plans along¬ 
side their apps “is a step in the 
right direction,” Parsons said, 
but many policies are writ¬ 
ten in “boilerplate legalese,” 
meaning even if they’re avail¬ 
able, many consumers won’t 
be able to interpret them. 

“What commissioners 
could do is say that if you’re 
going to develop a privacy 
policy... you should be provid¬ 
ing a simple, accessible ver¬ 
sion of what you’re doing,” he 
said.

Crowdsourcing 
sparks startups 


There was $1.3 million raised 
for high-fidelity wireless speak¬ 
ers, almost $1.2 million for spe¬ 
cialty drones and $820,000 for 
smart-bilces. 

In 2014, three tiny Canadian 
companies went from tee¬ 
tering in obscurity to making 
headlines on tech blogs around 
the world thanks to successful 
crowdfunding campaigns that 
spurred exponential growth 
almost overnight. 

Once the domain of hobby¬ 
ists and tinlcerers, crowdfund¬ 
ing is increasingly becoming a 
growth strategy for real — but 
still small — companies with 
big ideas. 

Mass Fidelity, headquar¬ 
tered just east of Toronto, 
turned to Indiegogo earlier 
this year. The company sought 
about $55,000 to help get its 
Core wireless speaker system 
from the prototype stage into 
production. 

To the Core team’s astonish¬ 
ment, the modest crowdfund¬ 
ing campaign raised more than 
25 times what the company 
was originally seeking, eventu¬ 
ally surpassing $1.3 million. 

“It literally has changed our 
company. We’re going to accel¬ 
erate our growth in a manner 
that we couldn’t have possibly

managed. We’re going to be 
somewhere in 12 months that 
we were probably going to be 
in 36 months,” said co-founder 
Neil D’Souza. 

The second most success¬ 
ful crowdfunding campaign in 
Canada this year was for the 
PlexiDrone, targeted at pho¬ 
tographers and videographers, 
which raised $1.17 million 
after setting a goal of about 
$115,000. 

The third most successful 
Canadian campaign was for 
the Vanhawlcs Valour smart- 
bilce, which offers riders tum- 
by-tum navigation, blind spot 
detection technology, and 
digital tracking of trips. More 
than $820,000 was raised to get 
the bike into production.

SELFIES IN A TIME OF TRAGEDY 


It’s a predictable scenario: A tragic situation occurs, such as this week’s hostage crisis in Sydney. Someone takes a seifie. Public outrage follows. But as Metro's Andrew Fifield writes, 
our discomfort with the seifie in times of trouble may have more to do with us than it does with some inherent moral failure of those who take the images

Events such as this week’s tra¬ 
gedy in a Sydney cafe unfold in 
a depressingly familiar way 

Reports trickle out that 
something awful maybe hap¬ 
pening, but details are scarce, 
so we turn to social media for 
witnesses and those affected to 
fill in the gaps. 

That’s when the disaster 
selfies inevitably appear. 

Some of the seifie snappers 
flash radiant smiles. Some of 
them look sufficiently solemn. 
All of them are criticized for 
making a mockery of tragedy, 
and that criticism is often off 
the mark. 

Much of that criticism 
takes root in a misunderstand¬ 
ing that many, primarily older, 
people have about the selfie’s 
relatively recent rise, namely 
that it’s an inherently vain and 
narcissistic act. 

That’s absurd. Selfies are 
snapped for a laundry list of 
reasons: sharing a new shirt 
with friends, a wry reaction to 
the news, a quick self-esteem 
boost or a self-deprecating gag. 
And, yes, sometimes ego. 

Whatever the reasons be¬ 
hind their creation, selfies 
have diffused into our always- 
changing culture. And many 
people are more comfortable 



accepting a stereotype of a self- 
absorbed generation with few 
goals outside of serial frivolity 
than they are with accepting 
that culture dares a shift with¬ 
out checking in with them 
first. 

The former camp is home 
to the loudest voices con¬ 
demning disaster selfies. If one 
already holds a viewthat self¬ 
ies are little more than a self- 
administered ego stroke, that 
sticks to the image itself. The 
preconceived notions of the 
person viewing it colour the 
motivations ofthe person who 
took it. 

Strip away the emotion and 
what you have are witnesses 
capturing an eventunfolding 
before their eyes. By putting 
themselves in the frame, 
they’re providing an index. 
They’re documenting their 
lives, just as they always do— 
except this time, their lives 
overlap with a painful public 
event and when an informa¬ 
tion-starved media outlet picks 
it up, they’re condemned for 
seeking a level of attention 
they never asked for. 

Of course, there is a conver¬ 
sation to be had about taste, 
and rebukes aimed at more 
gleeful subjects are well- 
earned. And of course, some 
disaster seifie subjects may one 
day feel ashamed. Some of 
them may apologize. A few of 


them may even mean it. 

But the instant anger and 
its accompanying judgment of 
the photographer’s intention 
are unfair and can promote the 
harm critics say they’re trying 
to prevent. 

Consider this: Every au¬ 
tumn, a certain generation de¬ 
votes a chunk of November to 
mourning the loss of an assas¬ 
sinated U.S. president. Within 
that chunk is much misty rem¬ 
iniscence about where they 
were, who they were with, 
how they reacted... even what 
they were wearing. The vast 
maj or ity of them were no¬ 
where near the shots. They’re 
inserting themselves into the 
event. 

Sound familiar? People 
vividly illustrating scenes of 
public trauma while putting 
themselves in the frame? The 
biggest difference is they’re 
relying on memory—the only 
ubiquitous documentary tool 
available at the time. 

It’s a seifie without the 
technology. 

Are those people simply re¬ 
laying their views of history, as 
witnessed? Or are they repre¬ 
sentative of an irreparably nar¬ 
cissistic generation clinging to 
dwindling shreds of an era 
when culture put them front 
and centre? 

There could be a lot to learn 
by answering that question.

The release of The Hobbit: 
The Battle of the Five Annies 
brings Peter Jackson’s trilogy 
to a close, and marks the end 
of a life immersed in Middle 
Earth for the actors. For sev¬ 
eral of the cast, it was a year¬ 
long journey, and like any trip 
it’s nice to pick up a souvenir 
as a keepsake. 

According to director 
Peter Jackson, the actor who 
played the exiled dwarf king 
Thorin stole “the most boring 
thing in the world to steal,” 
from the set of the penultim¬ 
ate film, The Desolation of 
Smaug: socks. 

“I did steal eveiy single 
pair of costume socks,” said 
Richard Armitage, “because 
we were given a brand new 



pair eveiy day.” 

As production on The 
Battle of the Five Armies 
wrapped, Armitage was gifted 
with some more interesting 
props including the deadly 
goblin cleaver Orcrist, which 
he keeps in an umbrella 
stand, “’cause I want to be 
able to pick it up.” 

Martin Freeman, who plays 
head Hobbit Bilbo Baggins, 


says he doesn’t miss making 
the films — “I’m really proud 
to have done it,” he says, “and 
I’m really glad to have done it, 
but I rarely miss jobs” — but 
kept his sword and prosthetic 
ears as mementos. 

Unlike Freeman, Sir Ian 
McKellen does get sentimental 
when he reflects on making 
the movies because, “a lot of 
the audience seeing The Hob¬ 


bit Part Three wouldn’t have 
been bom when we started 
filming it.” After spending 
13 years playing wise wizard 
Gandalf the Grey, he took 
two priceless props from the 
set, “Gandalf’s staff, which I 
keep with umbrellas and walk¬ 
ing sticks, and Gandalf’s hat, 
which I keep in the basement.” 

Many actors have pilfered 
props from their movies. Kei- 


ra Knightley walked off with 
Elizabeth Bennet’s striped 
socks from Pride & Prejudice. 
Elijah Wood has the One Ring 
from Lord of the Rings and 
Daniel Radcliffe liberated two 
pairs of Hariy Potter’s famous 
round glasses, even though 
there was a strict policy about 
taking props from the set. 

The ones from the first 
film are absolutely tiny now,” 
he says, “but they are veiy 
sweet.” 

Kristen Stewart kept the 
engagement ring Edward 
Cullen gave her at the end of 
Twilight: Eclipse, and Zachary 
Quinto took the ears he wore 
as Spoclc in Star Trek: Into 
Darkness, but the strangest 
cinematic souvenir may be¬ 
long to Mark Wahlberg. 

The Academy Award 
nominee kept the prosthetic 
penis he wore as Dirk Diggler 
in Boogie Nights. “I used to 
keep it in my desk drawer,” he 
said, “and I’d take it out and 
slap my friends in the face 
with it. I don’t keep many 
things from my movies, but 
that just seemed to have per¬ 
sonal significance.”

Che’s son offers revolutionary tour 



Cuba. Hop on a Harley 
and write your own 
Motorcycle Diaries 
with this trip hosted by 
Ernesto Guevara 


The youngest son of Cuban 
revolutionaiy Che Guevara has 
opened an agency offering two- 
wheel tours of the Caribbean 
island nation on Harley-David- 
sons, in a nod to his father’s 
passion for motorcycles. 

The Marxist guerrilla’s 
storied motorbike journey 
through South America was 
immortalized in the 2004 film 
Motorcycle Diaries, directed by 
Brazil’s Walter Salles and star¬ 
ring Mexican actor Gael Garcia 
Bernal. The trip, spanning from 
December 1951 to July 1952, 
took the 23-year-old revolution- 
aiy through Argentina, Chile, 
Colombia, Pem and Venezuela. 

Now, Ernesto Guevara 
wants to honour his father’s 
famous ride by giving visitors to 
Cuba a unique trip through the 
country on Harley-Davidson 
motorcycles. 


Prices start at $3,000 US per 
person and go up to $5,800 US 
for six- or nine-day trips. Airline 
costs are not included. 

Itineraries give visitors a 
glimpse of “the varied land¬ 
scapes of this beautiful island,” 
while also offering “intimate 
contact with a part of the his- 
toiy of a unique revolution,” ac¬ 


cording to the website of La Po- 
derosa Tours, run by 49-year-old 
Ernesto, who is also a lawyer. 

The company promises a 
luxuiy visit, including stays at 
five-star hotels and a visit to 
Che’s mausoleum. 

“We will make your trip 
a unique experience, an un¬ 
forgettable memoir. We will 


personally take care of eveiy 
detail during your journey,” the 
website says. 

The company’s name comes 
from Che’s own moniker for 
the British Norton 500 motor¬ 
bike he rode through South 
America with Argentine com¬ 
panion Alberto Granado. That 
trip left a strong impression on 



the young guerrilla, who was 
preparing to graduate from 
medical school at the time. 

The tour company goes to 
lengths to emphasize its revolu¬ 
tionaiy roots. One of the guides 
is Camilo Sanchez — son of Cu¬ 
ban guerrilla Antonio Sanchez 
Diaz, also known as “Marcos” 
— a fighter killed during a 1967 
battle. 

The tour also includes a visit 
to Che’s base in colonial Ha¬ 
vana and a trip to Santa Clara, a 
city 270 kilometers (168 miles) 
east of Havana that was the site 
of a key 1958 battle, afp

pinatas with intellectually 
disadvantaged youth to re¬ 
leasing sea turtle hatchlings 
into the sea.

“Many visitors are now 
planning trips to Isla Mujeres 
to experience a laid-back 
Caribbean island or to Puerto 
Morelos to explore the small 
fishing village and taste the 
freshly caught seafood it is 
known for,” Almaguer said. 
“Also, Isla Holbox is becom¬ 
ing a romantic getaway for 
couples who want to get away 
from it all and spend alone 
time with incredible island 
views.” 

Isla Holbox is a small is¬ 
land about two hours north 
of Cancun, home to several 
boutique hotels (you won’t 
find a hotel with more than 
40 rooms), sand-paved roads, 
and a laid-back Caribbean vibe 
— there are no cars here, only 
golf carts and bikes. Holbox is 
also known for its calm waters 
(ideal for windsurfing) and the 
annual whale shark migration 
in its waters. 

Adventure-seekers can swim 
with whale sharks, the largest 
species of fish in the world. 

“These fish are the size of a 
school bus, yet are not aggres¬ 
sive and only feed on plank¬ 
ton,” Almaguer said.

I make this veiy simple short¬ 
bread each year and have done 
different things with it.

• 4 cups (11) all purpose flour 


bowl using hand mixer, beat 
butter until it looks white and 
veiy fluffy. Beat in icing sugar 
and vanilla. Beat in 1 cup (250 
ml) of flour at a time until it be¬ 
comes very stiff and then using 
hands bring the dough togeth¬ 
er and knead slightly to make 


smooth dough. 

2. Divide dough in half and 
roll out on floured surface to 
desired thickness (I like mine 
a bit thicker) and using your 
favourite coolde cutters cut out 
shapes and place on parchment 


paper-lined baking sheets. Re¬ 
peat with remaining dough and 
continue to re-roll the dough 
until you use it up. 

3. Bake at 375 F (190 C) for 
about 12 minutes or until edges 
are just a hint of golden brown.

MacTavish will take 
over on a transitional basis 
before handing the reins to 
interim coach Todd Nelson, 
who becomes the team’s fifth 
head coach in seven years. 

Eakins said he could

with the organization. 

The former coach said 
that, given time, he’s confi¬ 
dent Nelson and MacTavish 
will turn things around.

A-Rod moved off hot comer 


Yankees. GM Cashman 
hopes vet becomes a 
'tremendous DH' 


Yankees general manager 
Brian Cashman says Alex 
Rodriguez’s days as an every¬ 
day fielder are over. At best, 
he hopes A-Rod will be New 
York’s full-time designated 
hitter. 

Cashman confirmed Tues¬ 
day that Chase Headley will 
be the Yankees’ starting third 
baseman after he and the 
team agreed to a $52 million, 
four-year contract this week. 

Coming off a season-long 
suspension for violations of 
baseball’s drug agreement 
and labour contract, Rod¬ 
riguez will be relegated to 
a DH role in manager Joe 
Girardi’s lineup. Cashman 
said the three-time MVP will 
have to compete with Martin 
Prado for time as Headley’s 
backup at third. 

“I can’t expect Alex to 
be anything,” Cashman said 
during a telephone interview 
with The Associated Press. 


“I’ve got to think the 
worst and hope for the best. 
Even before the suspension, 
he wasn’t the same player at 
third base on the defensive 
or offensive side. And that 
was before the suspension. 

“And now he’s been out 
of the game for a year. He’s 
approaching 40 years of age. 
And just to automatically 
assume given his circum¬ 
stances that he’ll be able to 
plug right in, play third as 
an everyday guy and hold up 
and be productive, I think 
that would be dangerous 
thinking from my perspec¬ 
tive, in the seat I’m sitting 
in.” 

Rodriguez turns 40 in July 
and has not played a full sea¬ 
son since 2007 because of leg 
injuries, operations on both 
hips and the suspension. 

“So given all that circum¬ 
stance, we look forward to 
him hopefully solidifying 
himself as a tremendous DH 
for us, and if he shows he has 
retained athleticism, then 
he can play third as a choice 
when Joe decides to give 
Headley a rest,” Cashman

Young Crouse’s balance could suit Team Canada 



Lawson Crouse looks 
around the ice and knows 
he’s in unfamiliar territory. 
The youngest player in Can¬ 
ada’s world junior camp 
hasn’t skated alongside 
many of these teammates 
before because he’s only 17. 

But on an older team 
that will feature more 
than a dozen 19-year-olds, 
Crouse is part of the youth 
contingent that must factor 
in for Canada to live up to 
expectations as the favour¬ 
ite on home ice. Aside from 
projected No. 1 pick Con¬ 
nor McDavid, Crouse is the

eligible player at camp but 
isn’t intimidated by that. 

“It’s a different experi¬ 
ence for myself, but I think 
I’m making the most of it 
right now,” Crouse said.

I’m bigger out there, 
so I kind of have a little bit 
more of an advantage to the 
smaller guys.” 


Crouse, who is six-foot- 
four and 211 pounds, brings 
a strong two-way game that 
could land him a solid spot 
on the 22-man roster. While 
this Canadian lineup is long 
on pure skill and speed, 
Crouse prides himself on 
his defensive game. 

“I’ve figured out that it’s 
not always about offence, 


but you have to manage 
both sides of the game,” the 
Mount Brydges, Ont., native 
said Tuesday. “I’m obviously 
not going to be the guy that 
puts up 100 points. I’m go¬ 
ing to do what I can and 
contribute all over the ice.” 

Last spring Crouse led 
Canada’s under-18 sum¬ 
mer team to gold at the 
Ivan Hlinlca Memorial Cup 
by scoring a team-high six 
goals.

Once considered so exotic 
that you could almost stop 
traffic by driving one, gas- 
electric hybrids are now com¬ 
monplace. And while cars like 
Toyota’s Prius still scream, 
“I’m a hybrid!” there are now 
many conventional-looking 
versions, including the Camry 
Hybrid. 

Both the Camiy and Camry 


Hybrid have been extensively 
updated for 2015, with new 
interior and exterior styl¬ 
ing that is a considerable 
improvement on the previous 
bland design, plus tweaks to 
the suspension for better ride 
and handling. 

The Camiy Hybrid uses a 
2.5-litre four-cylinder engine 
that’s mated to an electric mo¬ 
tor and an automatic, continu¬ 
ously variable transmission 
(CVT) that contains belts and 
pulleys instead of gears. 

The system seamlessly 
switches between gasoline- 
only operation, electric-only, 
or a combination of the two, 
depending on what’s needed 
at the time. 

And you don’t plug it in. In¬ 
stead, the batteiy recharges by 


capturing the energy generat¬ 
ed when you’re slowing down. 

When you come to a stop, 
the gasoline engine shuts off, 
so you’re not using fuel or cre¬ 
ating emissions while waiting 
for the light to change. Don’t 
woriy: The climate control, 
stereo, lights, and other essen¬ 


tials stay on. 

The Camiy Hybrid comes in 
three trim lines, starting with 
the LE at $28,410 and going up 
to my top-line tester, the XLE, 
at $34,500. That’s $3,710 more 
than the conventional four- 
cylinder XLE, and as with any 
hybrid, it will take a while to 


make up the difference in fuel 
savings. Combined ratings for 
the four-cylinder Camiy are 
8.4 L/100, while the hybrid is 
rated at 5.9. 

Overall, the Camry’s 
improvements are impressive: 
It drives better, with quicker 
steering response. And while 
the hybrid’s ride is a little 
harsher than its gas sibling, 
it’s still comfortable. 

The interior is roomy (al¬ 
though the batteiy chews up 
some of the trunk space), and 
the XLE throws in such up¬ 
scale features as navigation, 
heated leather seats, and a 
blind-spot monitor. 

If you want hybrid per¬ 
formance with traditional 
looks and features, this one’s 
a must on the test-drive list. 
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Graphene, microbes and buckyballs fuel the future

The people with big brains 
and lab coats are busier than 
ever, exploring some pretty 
freaky territory. 

Let’s take a look at three 
notable areas of explora¬ 
tion, each of which could 
apply to the automobile and 
transportation scene. 

Super-thin graphene 

About 10 years ago, scien¬ 
tists discovered a new form 
of carbon graphite, which 
they called graphene. 

It is the world’s thinnest 
known material — exactly 
one atom thick. It’s also 200 
times stronger than steel 
and the world’s best con¬ 
ductor of electricity. 


A recent study published 
in the journal Nature 
speculated that a membrane 
made of graphene could be 
used to isolate protons (by 
their nature, electrically 
charged) from the hydrogen 
available in air. 

A fuel-cell vehicle could 
then be electrically driven, 
as all fuel-cell vehicles are, 
but without the cumber¬ 
some part of storing hydro¬ 
gen on board or requiring a 
complex refuelling infra¬ 
structure system. 

Industrious microbes 

Cloning ourselves or bring¬ 
ing back woolly mammoths 
and Neanderthals are just 
two of the fun things we 
might be able to do with 
further advances in genome 
mapping and manipulation. 

But George Church, 
one of world’s top genome 
experts, is particularly 
pumped about modifying 
microbes to create transpor¬ 
tation fuel. 

Microbes have already 
demonstrated that they 
are able to convert wasted 
carbon dioxide into usable 
fuels, but Church wants to 


modify them so they are 
super good at it, and easily 
replicated, so the conver¬ 
sion could be done on a 
grand and economical scale. 

“Making new petroleum 
should be as simple and 
straightforward as brewing 
beer,” he told The Econo¬ 


mist Technology Quarterly. 

Super-tough 
boron buckyballs 

Buckyball is the nick¬ 
name for a very interesting 
structure called buckmin- 
sterfullerene — a tiny mo¬ 
lecular structure made up of 


60 carbon atoms arranged in 
pentagons and hexagons. 

It was so named because 
the architect, Richard 
Buckminster Fuller, used 
these shapes for his famous 
domes, like the one he 
created for Expo ’67 in 
Montreal. 


First discovered in 1985, 
the carbon buckyballs 
excited scientists, because 
they are hollow inside, 
super stable on the outside, 
and very tiny. 

Last summer, researchers 
built the first ever bucky¬ 
ball made entirely of boron 
molecules. 

Unlike their carbon 
counterparts, the boron 
buckyballs like to react with 
each other and other things. 

This means they can be 
connected in chains and 
would bond with hydrogen, 
which had the research¬ 
ers speculating they might 
one day be used to store 
hydrogen. 

Hydrogen is tough to 
store because it is so light. It 
needs to be kept under pres¬ 
sure and condensed to be of 
any use as a transportation 
fuel, and that takes energy 
and a bulky infrastructure. 

Here’s hoping something 
incorporating boron bucky¬ 
balls becomes the fascinat¬ 
ing alternative — both for 
the triumph of science and 
for letting us say “boron 
buckyballs” out loud.

When Volkswagen relaunched 
its much-loved Beetle in the late 
1990s, the new car practically 
flew off dealer lots. 

All units were two-door mod¬ 
els, in either coupe or cabriolet 
versions. The car was updated 
in 2012, with revised styling, a 
wider, longer and lower body 
and a more upscale cabin. 

Used-car shoppers should 
look for features such as a power 
sunroof, fog lamps, leather inter¬ 
ior, upgraded audio, Bluetooth 
and automatic climate control. 


Common Issues 


In any used Beetle, start with a 
check of all power windows and 
door locks, the controls for each, 
and ensuring proper functional¬ 
ity of the remote lceyfobs. Win¬ 
dows that don’t work at all, or 


seem to be binding or straining, 
are likely suffering from a mech¬ 
anical failure of the regulator 
inside the door. 

Difficulty changing the tem¬ 
perature of the climate control 
system is likely caused by a 
failed ‘blend door’, which will 
require repair. Also confirm 
proper operation of the fuel 
door release latch. 

The 2.0-L turbo may suffer 
from faulty coil-packs in the ig¬ 
nition system, which can cause 
rough idle, hesitation or a check- 
engine light. If performance 
isn’t smooth and refined at mod¬ 
erate or full throttle, have the 
engine checked by a mechanic. 

Some owners have reported 
issues with the DSG transmis¬ 
sion, stemming from the com¬ 
puter that controls this dual¬ 
clutch gearbox. 

Opting for a TDI? Poor per¬ 
formance, excessive noise, 
smoke or hesitation could be 
a sign of engine trouble. Ask 
your mechanic to check for fuel 
leaks, and to examine the condi¬ 
tion of the turbocharger system, 
fuel pump and lift-pump. 

Problems seem fairly infre¬ 
quent with the 2.5-litre engine. 


Styling, exclusiv¬ 
ity, a sense of 
community, and 
generous head- 
room thanks to the dome¬ 
shaped body. On many 
models, especially those 
with TDI engines, the fuel 
mileage is highly praised. 
Performance is strong on 
models with turbocharged 
gas engines. 


O Typical com¬ 
plaints focus 
on a plasticky 
cabin on older 
models, a small 
rear seat, a sometimes- 
clumsy DSG gearbox, 
and an overly soft sus¬ 
pension on some models. 


Beetles came 
with gas or diesel 
power and manu¬ 
al, automatic or 
direct-shift gearbox (DSG) 
transmissions. Many older 
models will pack VW’s 2.5-L 
five-cylinder gas engine, 
while sportier models got 
the 2.0T. A four-cylinder 
turbodiesel engine powered 
TDI models. 


Keep the suggested 
checks in mind and ask 
your mechanic for a pre¬ 
purchase inspection for 
maximum peace of mind.
